School Plants and Operation 


: Repairs were made to the exterior of the Music Build- 
ing. 

New front doors were installed on the High School 
building. It was also found necessary to repair the founda- 
tion of this building to prevent water leaking into the base- 
ment. 


At the New Building four classrooms were redecorated. 
It was also necessary to paint the exterior sash and exposed 
woodwork on the west side of the building. 


Some Factors Affecting the Instructional Program 


In previous years our school report has included an 
enumeration of the many curricular activities that have 
been carried out in the Stowe Public Schools. Although 
these are interesting and give you information about the 
school program, we believe it important to bring to your 
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attention certain needs in our instructional program that 
are becoming more pertinent each year. 


Hardly ever before in the history of public school edu- 
eation has so much thought and consideration been given to 
analysis, adjustment and functioning of the public school 
program. Events of such magnitude have occurred in the 
recent past that we are seriously confronted with the prob- 
lem of adequately preparing ourselves to meet the chal- 
lenge of the immediate future. 


No area in the world today is isolated from other areas 
whether it be the Antarctic or the vast realms of space with 
its many orbiting bodies. The educational programs of 
Stowe must be adjusted to this situation the same as school 
programs elsewhere. The curriculum must be adequate to 
the demands of the foreseeable future and teachers must 
strive to effectuate instruction of the highest quality. 


We are realizing more than ever before that effective 
education of youth is a tragic necessity for our survival. The 
National Education Defense Act of 1958 has provided funds 
to strengthen instruction in mathematics, science, foreign 
languages and guidance. 


Since our national government deems instruction in the 
aforementioned subjects essential to our national welfare, 
we feel it appropriate that a brief review of the status of 
these subjects in Stowe High School be presented to you. 

1. Foreign Languages: 


The curriculum of Stowe High School provides for in- 
struction in Latin I and Latin IJ, and French I and French 
II. Only two of these subjects are taught in the same year. 
Latin J and French II are taught one year and Latin JT and 
French I the following year. This has been a common set 
up for foreign languages in small high schools. 


Our foreign language teacher also teaches two classes 
in English and has supervision of the library. The rapid 
increase in world-wide travel and business relations has 
siven a decided impetus to the study of foreign languages. 
The trend is for schools to adjust their foreign language pro- 
sram to this situation and equip their students to meet the 
demands. To do this, Stowe should have a full-time foreign 
lanenace teacher for Latin I and II and French I, IJ and 
TIT in the same year. Also provision for a foreign language 
laboratory wherein pupils can have the use of tape recorders 
and play back apparatus is necessary. This arrangement 
permits individual practice and enhances the proficiency of 
the pupil. 
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2. Science: 


The following subjects are taught in our high school 
science program: general science, biology, senior science, 
physics and chemistry. The two latter subjects are taught 
every other year. 


Science teaching in the Stowe High School is decidedly 
handicapped by lack of laboratory space. The biology class 
of twenty-three members has to do its dissecting and ex- 
perimental projects on tablet arm chairs which is most un- 
satisfactory. Due to the constant use of our laboratory for 
classroom purposes, it is impossible for the students to carry 
on individual experiments over any period of time. More 
facilities are definitely required for creative and profitable 
science participation by pupils. 


3. Mathematics: 


It has become necessary to teach some of the topics of 
modern mathematics along with the traditional ones to even 
begin to offer adequate preparation for the second half of 
the 20th century. 


An adjustment of the mathematics curriculum and the 
inclusion of new material is and must be a part of our plan- 
ning. The principles of analytic geometry, structure of num- 
ber systems, informal deductive reasoning, Vector systems 
and so forth are topics already presented. An adjustment 
in high school will necessitate an adjustment in grade ma- 
thematics, known as arithmetic. 


4. Guidance: 

The National Defense Act gave particular emphasis to 
the field of guidance. It is through a guidance program 
that many talented youngsters who will benefit from a col- 
lere education are discovered and provisions are made for 
the development of those talents. 


One hundred dollars was allocated to Stowe this year 
for the purchase of mental maturity, achievement, aptitude 
and vocational tests. These tests were purchased last June 
and are gradually being administered. The purpose of the 
tests is to obtain additional information concerning the edu- 
cational capabilities of the student so the school program 
may be closely regulated to his interests and needs. 


To promote this service and also to meet requirements 
of the Federal Act, it was advisable to establish a more sys- 
tematized guidance program. Arrangements were made 
whereby Mr. Skiff is devoting two periods a day to organiz- 
ing and developing the program. 
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Temporarily he is using the high school teachers’ room 
as space for the Guidance Center. For many reasons this is 
not a desirable location, but no other space is available. 


In our review of certain important areas of the school 
program, there stands out prominently the need for more 
room if our school is to provide adequate facilities for the 
education of the boys and girls of Stowe. 


In addition to the need for improvement in present fa- 
cilities, the time is fast approaching when increase in enroll- 
ment alone will require the use of the entire high school 
building for Grades 9-12. That means housing accommoda- 
tions for Grades 7 and 8 will have to be found. It is a situa- 
non that demands and deserves the careful attention of all 
of us. 


We wish to thank all members of the teaching staff, the 
personnel of the Hot Lunch Program, custodians, bus drivers, 
and others who have cooperated so splendidly in making this 
another successful year.

REPORT OF THE STOWE SCHOOL NURSE 
January 1, 1959 — December 31, 1959 


At the beginning of the school year physical examin- 
ations were given in Grades 1, 3, 5, 7 and through high 
school. The examining physicians were Dr. Rogers and Dr. 
Stover. There were 243 children who received physicals. 
Thirty were found with corrective defects. 


Immunizations were given as follows:

Of the correctible defects notes were sent home to the 
respective parents. Five children have had tonsillectomies. 
One child has been seen by the Crippled Children’s Clinic 
several times. Twelve defects are under care and the re- 
mainder are being followed up. 


The Stowe Health Council again sponsored cleaning and 
fluoride treatment in grades 2, 5 and 8. There was a total 
of 61 with four being sponsored. This work was done by 
Mrs. Pauline Limoge, Dental Hygienist. 


Mrs. Limoge screened children for dental cavities in 
grades 2, 4, 6, and 8. There was a total of 135 with 59 
needing some form of dental work. 


Twenty children attended Dr. White, our local dentist, 


- to have some form of dental care. One child had extensive 


work done. 


Screening and testing of all pupils are done each year. 
350 Vision — 360 Ears 


In vision 16 notes for defects have been sent home. 
Nine have had corrective work and the others are under 
care. 


In hearing, 9 children were found to have hearing loss. 
All of these are either under care or parents are aware of 
the defect. 


Three children and parents have attended the Guidance 
Clinic in Montpelier. 


In addition all pupils have been weighed and measured. 
Health inspections in grades have been made every four 
months. Home visits have been made when necessary for 
the health of any child. We have transported children for 
appointments, made numerous phone calls and given first 
aid when in the building. The Health Council again spon- 
sored the better vitamin for a small fee. 


I wish to thank the Health Council, Rotary Club, Salva- 
tion Army, and anyone else who in any way contributed in 
making the preventive and corrective work possible, thereby 
the Health Program in school a success.

During the year of 1959 the Stowe Health Committee 
has carried on the following projects: 


Multi-vitamins were provided for the Grade and High 
School students at a nominal fee during the school months. 


Assistance was given to the school nurse, Mrs. Beatrice 
Stafford, in conducting physical examinations of children in 
grades 3-7 and High School. 


Assistance was given to Miss Alice Goudreau in con- 
ducting a pre-school clinic for infants and children, physical 
examinations of grade 1, with immunization shots when 
necessary for grades 1-8. 


In November Mrs. Limoge of Morrisville screened the 
teeth for grades 2-4-6-8. 


The Fluoride program has been continued with the pur- 


38 


chase of necessary equipment and repairing of dental chair. 
This program was started in March and given in grades 2- 
5-8 for children whose parents so desired, for a nominal fee. 
A total of 64 children received treatment and teeth cleaned. 
The work was done by Mrs. Pauline Limoge, dental hygien- 
ist. 


Twenty children were transported to the dentist by vol- 
unteer drivers from the Health Club for corrective dental 
care, receiving 101 fillings, 8 extractions, 5 cleanings, 66 X- 
rays, 1 root surgery and root canal filling, 1 instruction in 
use of elastics, 1 denture sponsored by the Health Com- 
mittee with assistance. 


Health Committee has sponsored 4 trips to Burlington 
for child health corrective work, two T & A’s, 4 pair of 
glasses and examination for corrective vision. 


The officers for 1960 are Mrs. Bessie Pervier, chairman ; 
Mrs. Priscilla Mandigo, vice-chairman; Mrs. Joyce Lafer- 
riere, secretary ; Mrs. Jean Lowe, treasurer ; Advisory Board, 
Doctors of Stowe and one member of the Board of Select- 
men. 


The Friendly Aid Closet contains equipment for use in 
home nursing care and is available to townspeople by con- 
tacting Mrs. Stella Newton and Mrs. Rena Austin and/or of- 
ficers of the Health Committee. 


The Health Committee appreciates the assistance of vol- 
unteers who assist in these various services and invites any- 
one interested in this work to join the committee. 


VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Town Report, 1959 


The health of the town of Stowe is the concern of its 
citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State 
Department of Health. 


Through its various programs the State Department of 
Health staff works with and for local people on community 
health, operating on both local and state levels. This letter 
is a report of the State Health Department services and pro- 
grams your town used. 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences were 
attended by 72 children. Nutrition and dietary consulta- 
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tions numbered 0*. At the request of attending doctors 0* 
children received pediatric consultations, 0* received hos- 
pital diagnosis, 6 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurolo- 
gical conditions received services or appliances through clin- 
ics for handicapped children and 1* were given financial aid 
toward hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic serv- 
ices were extended to 1* child. 


In the effort to control communicable disease 13 per- 
sons received chest X-rays; 110 children received immuniz- 
ations, including boosters, against diphtheria, whooping 
cought and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including 
boosters, were given 110 children and adults. The State 
Laboratory performed tests on 95 water samples, 0 food and 
dairy products. 131 blood specimens and 22 other specimens. 
Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for 
protection against communicable diseases. 


There were 425 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made at the town’s food and lodging places and 36 concern- 
ing water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and 
other problems, to protect health through improved town 
sanitation. Services to maintain and improve adult health 
in industry included 1 chest X-ray and inspections and 
consultations at plants. In connection with the state licens- 
ing programs and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for 
hospital and medical facility construction there were 3 in- 
spections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. 


Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educa- 
tional meetings or consultations, were received by 1* person 
and groups. Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, 
psychologist or psychiatric social worker were given 5*. 
Under the community mental health program to develop lo- 
cal projects for prevention, treatment or education in mental 
ne financial assistance and staff consultations are avail- 
able. 


To promote better dental health, consultations and serv- 
ices were provided 12 groups or individuals on town or school 
dental health problems. 


In cancer work 14 received diagnosis and treatment at 
tumor clinics, or were financially helped with hospitalization 
costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational serv- 
Ices. Pamphlets, films, a news release and information serv- 
ice and speakers are available. A health educator is available 
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to help town groups study their health problems and plan 
educational programs. 


The Public Health nurse, with headquarters in Mont- 
pelier, served at well-child and school conferences, X-ray and 
immunization clinics, assisted by local people. She visited 
homes, doctors and agencies, making 162 visits on behalf of 
59 persons and community health activities. Her service is 
an essential element in the department’s program for health 
promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and edu- 
cation. |

Will the qualified voters approve an ordinance entitled 
“An Ordinance providing for Zoning within the township of 
Stowe, Vermont” and the regulations, restrictions and provi- 
sions of such ordinance, passed and adopted by the Selectmen of 
Stowe on January 27, 1960, in form and substance as published 
in full in the News & Citizen on January 28, 1960, and as posted 
at the town clerk’s office, the Albert Smith barbershop and Slay- 
ton’s General Store in said Stowe? 

The ballot box for voting upon the question under the preceding 
article will be opened at 10 o’clock when the meeting opens and 
will be closed at 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 4. To act upon the reports of the several Town officers and 
those presented. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to appoint one or more Road Commissioners instead of electing 
them by ballot. 


Article 6. To elect all other officers by law, including the Road Com-

Article 21. To see if the voters of the Town of Stowe will vote to 
prohibit any taxis to solicit business in the Town without a 
permit and to authorize the Selectmen to issue permits for the 
operation of taxis within the Town and to fix the license fees 
therefor. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise money on the Grand 
List of the Town and Town School District for the year 1960, 
to pay the debts and current expenses of the Town and of the 
Town as a Town School District on the Budget System. 


Article 28. To see if the Town School District will authorize the 
School Directors to employ the services of a school nurse in 
cooperation with the Town and Town School District of Morris- 
town and Elmore and, if so, to determine the appropriation 
therefor. 

Article 24. Will the Town authorize the auditors of the Town to 
employ the services of an accountant from the office of the 
Auditor of Accounts as provided for in 24 V. S. A. 1692, to 
conduct an audit of the accounts of the Town? 


Article 25. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by 
gift or purchase land for a municipal forest, to promote re- 
forestation, water conservation and good forestry practices? 


Article 26. To do any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
